I N Obedience to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant’s Warrant, of the 22d 
day of December last, appointing us the Board of Civil Engineers under 
the Act of the 57th year of His Majesty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Act for the 
“ more deliberate Investigation of Presentments, &c. &c.” We, on the 23d 
day of the same month, proceeded to examine the several Candidates for the 
Office of County Surveyors; an Advertisement dated the 1 2th having been 
previously inserted in the several Dublin Newspapers, intimating that the 
Examinations would commence on or about the 22d aforesaid ; on this day we 
also published another Advertisement, requesting each Candidate to send in 
his address in Dublin to the Board, in order that notice might be sent when 
his attendance would be required ; and Notices were accordingly sent to those- 
who gave their address. 

The Board continued to sit from ten o’clock in the morning till four in the 
afternoon, and from six to nine in the evening, and spared no pains in fully 
and impartially investigating the qualifications of all those who presented 
themselves. But, as sundry names had been sent in without any address, and 
others neglected to attend, although repeated Notices had been sent to the 
addresses furnished, a third Advertisement was inserted on the 7th instant, 
stating these circumstances, and requesting all who were desirous of undergoing 
an Examination, to attend on or before the 10th instant; and still, as the 
Board was desirous to afford ample time, the Examinations were continued 
until the 19th instant. 

But, upon the whole of this painful and tedious investigation, finding so 
very few of the great number who presented themselves, possessed of the 
necessary experience and practical knowledge in Road-making and Bridge- 
building, which form the chief portions of the duty of County Surveyors, the 
Board has not granted any Certificates ; and is of opinion that no advan- 
tageous proceedings can be taken under that Clause ot the Act by which it 
is appointed.
